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6.™ DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  response  by  the  public  to  the  offer  of  free 
immunisation  has  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the 
District.  During  the  year  155  children  of  approximately 
one  year  of  age  were  treated,  and  up  to  the  31st  December, 
1946,  3,757  children  had  received  full  dosage,  while 
considerable  numbers  had  received  the  re-inforcing  dose. 

On  account  of  the  geographical  condition  of  the  area 
(9J  miles  by  2J  miles)— it  is  necessary  to  hold  four  separate 
clinics  purely  for  this  purpose.  These  clinics  are  held  each 
month  at  four  different  centres,  and  by  agreement  with  the 
education  authority  all  the  schools  are  visited  once  a year 
with  the  object  of  picking  up  stragglers  and  ensuring  that 
as  many  as  possible  get  the  re-inforcing  dose. 

7.— WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been,  and  is, 
satisfactory  in  both  quantity  and  quality.  The  chief  source 
is  from  pumping  stations  which  are  situated  in  this  area  but 
which  are  the  property  of  the  Hull  Corporation,  and  the 
necessary  chemical  treatment  is  carried  out  at  source  by 
that  Authority. 

The  water  is  drawn  from  deep  chalk  strata  and  has 
consistently  proved  to  be  free  from  contamination.  Direct 
supply  from  the  mains  to  individual  houses  is  used  in  the 
great  majority  of  cases,  but  there  are  178  houses  with 
separate  stand  pipes,  183  houses  with  stand  pipes  shared, 
and  166  houses — mostly  beyond  the  reach  of  water  mains— 
have  their  own  pumps.  These  figures  give  a population  of 
about  500  who  are  not  provided  with  a direct  mains  water 
supply  into  their  houses. 

8.— AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  Council's  Ambulance  is  available  on  a full-time 
basis  and  during  the  year  did  150  journeys  with  a mileage 
of  3,607  miles  ; the  cases  carried  included  sickness  of  various 
kinds,  maternity  cases,  and  accidental  injuries.  There  was 
no  breakdown  or  difficulty  at  any  time. 
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9.  —FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

The  necessary  inspections  have  been  made  and  no 
contraventions  were  noted. 

10. — GENERAL  REMARKS. 

At  the  close  of  my  report  for  1945  I said  “ the  year  saw 
the  conclusion  of  the  war  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
consequent  delay  in  much  needed  Health  Services  will  be 
overcome  as  speedily  as  possible — especially  with  reference 
to  housing  and  relief  from  overcrowding,  adequate  provision 
of  Sanatorium  treatment  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  and 
suitable  Hospital  accommodation  for  Maternity  cases.” 

It  is  very  disappointing  to  have  to  report  that  another 
full  year  has  elapsed  and  we  are  really  no  further  forward 
in  any  respect  as  regards  these  requirements.  This  is  not  in 
any  way  due  to  lack  of  zeal  or  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
County  Authority  or  of  ourselves,  but  is  the  result  of 
deficiencies  and  controls  common  to  the  whole  country. 
This  Council’s  extensive  and  much  needed  housing  scheme 
makes  slow  progress  while  house  reparations  and  adaptations, 
privy  conversions  and  such  like,  are  scanty  or  absent.* 

The  routine  sanitary  services,  including  Rodent  control 
and  Mosquito  spraying,  have  been  well  maintained  through- 
out the  year,  and  there  has  been  no  delay  at  any  time  in 
investigation  of  the  numerous  complaints  which  reach  this 
department.  Complaints  are  chiefly  relative  to  housing 
dilapidations,  overcrowding,  and  minor  nuisances  including 
blocked  drains.  The  enclosed  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  shows  a record  of  very  useful  and  diligent  work.

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HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION 

AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  is  undertaken 
by  direct  labour,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer’s 
Department. 

Mechanical  transport  is  used  throughout  the  District, 
and  a weekly  collection  is  made. 

All  house  refuse  in  the  three  Wards  is  disposed  of  in 
the  following  manner  : 

Cottj  n oham  Ward— Controlled  tipping  into  the  Cross 

Roads  Pit,  Cottingham. 

Central  ,,  Controlled  tipping  at  the  Rip- 

lingham  Cross  Roads  tip. 

Hessle  „ Controlled  tipping  on  tip  near 

the  Humber  Bank. 

All  the  above  tipping  sites  are  in  open  areas  at 
considerable  distances  from  population  areas  and  have 
proved  satisfactory. 


DISINFECTION. 

Disinfections  were  carried  out  at  premises  after  every 
case  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  bedding,  etc.,  was,  by  special 
arrangements,  disinfected  at  the  Hull  Corporation’s  Disin- 
fecting Station.
